Peres rebuffed as Ramon 
wins faction chairmanship

Haim Ramon was elected chair- 
man of the Alignment Knesset fac- 
tion yesterday in a close fight with 
David Liba’i, who had been fa- 
voured for the post by party leader 
Shimon Peres. 

Peres did his best to mobilize sup- 
port for his man before the secret 
ballot, but Liba‘i got 16 votes to 
Ramon’s 21. There were two 
abstentions. 

In the Labour Party central com- 
mittee meeting last week, Ramon 
vociferously opposed Peres’s pro- 
posal for a broad coalition. 

When Ramon emerged the win- 
ner, to the surprise of most faction 
members, Peres told him: “I hope 
you will cooperate closely with the 
government.” 

Ramon replied: “Of course I will 
cooperate. But I hope the govern- 
ment and its ministers will show re- 
spect for the Knesset, and for its 
central role in Israeli democracy. 
They cannot expect the Knesset to 
be no more than a rubber stamp.” 


Ramon will serve as coalition 
chairman for two years in rotation 
with Sara Doron, who was elected 
unopposed yesterday as Likud fac- 
tion chairperson. She will be coali- 
tion chairperson for the first two 
years. Doron held that post in the 
previous Knesset. 

In the Alignment faction, Ra- 
mon’s name came up earlier as a 
possible candidate for chairman of 
the Finance Committee, a body on 
which he led the Alignment repre- 
sentation effectively in the previous 
Knesset. But Ramon made it known 
he was not interested in the chair- 
manship because the post would re- 
quire him to serve as rubber stamp 
for the Finance Minister, Peres. His, 
friends quoted Ramon as asking 
derisively: “Who do you think I am? 
Cashier for Shimon?” 

In his new post as faction chair- 
man and eventually coalition chair- 
man as well, Ramon may have to 
wrestle with his dovish conscience in 
order to whip up faction and coali- 
tion backing for government poli- 
cies he cannot entirely endorse.

However, Peres did not specify

Arabs blast U.S. over 
threat to Libyan plant

Arab leaders yesterday lashed out 
at Washington for threatening to at- 
tack an alleged chemical weapons 
plant in Libya, and pledged to react 
“forcefully” if the U.S. takes mili- 
tary action. 

“We are ready to answer the ag- 
gression,” declared Arab League 
Secretary Chedli Klibi at the open- 
ing of an emergency meeting on the 
issue in Tunis. Klibi said the U.S. 
“threats” violated the UN charter 
and international law. 

But Israeli observers said that the 
show of outrage was just that. and 
Arab states were unlikely to bail out 
Libya even if the U.S. were to 
attack. 

“There’s a at between 
their words, all the ΝΞ that is 
said, and what they do practically.

Tel Aviv University’s Dayan Cen- 
tre.

Nevertheless, at the Tunis meet- 
ing, Arab League members pledged 
their solidarity with Libya - and 
threatened to invoke the Arab de- 
fence pact if Washington launched 
an attack. 


“Anything that happens to Libya 
could happen to any other Arab 
state. There will be an attempt to 
propose applying the common de- 
fence agreement. It would be natu- 
ral for member states to express 
forcefully their complete solidari- 
ty,” said Klibi. 

Kuwaiti Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah al-Ahmed didn’t attend the 
meeting. But he declared that the 
U.S. threat was not directed against 
“Libya alone, but against the entire 
Arab world. 

“Kuwait stands by sister Libya 
against any aggression it might con- 
front,” al-Ahmed told the Kuwait 
News Agency. denouncing “the 
very talk of a threat.” 


The PLO, fran. Iraq and Syria 
also have vowed to support Libya in 
the event of a U.S. attack. 

Salah Khalaf, a senior aide to 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat, said from 
Kuwait, “All the Palestmian people 
will fight alongside the Libyan peo- 
ple if the United States commits a 
new folly and launches an x 
sion on Libya under the pretext of 
the existence of a plant for produc- 
ing chemical weapons.” 

Libya called the Arab League 
meeting after President Reagan said 
the U.S. was consulting its allies 
about bow to prevent Libya making 
poison gas at the plant.

Morocco, Spain to build bridge 
across Straits of Gibraltar 


RABAT (Reuter) -- Moslem Mo- 
rocco and Catholic Spain are to 
build a bridge to link Europe and 
Africa across the Straits of Gibral- 
tar, the Atlantic gateway to the 
Mediterranean. 

“T hope it will be built before 
2000,” Morocco’s King Hassan said 
in a recent interview with the Span- 
ish daily ABC, 

He gave no estimate of the cost of 
the project or when work was ex- 
pected to start on the link across the 
busy waterway, about 15 km. wide 
at its narrowest point and 250-900 
metres deep. ΓΝ . 

In Morocco the project is consid- 
ered as significant as the building of 
thé Suez Canal more than 100 years 
ago to connect the Mediterranean to 
the Red Sea. “It will be a bridge... 
which has been agreed on by all,” 
said Hassan, who has previously de- 
scribed Morocco as Europe's “back 


Eats three years apo estimated 


that the bridging of the straits, first 
approved by Spain's King Juan Car- 
jos and King Hassan in 1979, would 
cost at least $2 billion, but costs 
have risen sharply since. 

Spain and Morocco are being 
driven by political and economic 
forces to forge closer links. “We 
should seriously consider the bene- 
fits of joining the continents of Eu- 
rope and Africa,” Hassan said. 


The bridge would strengthen Mo- 
rpcco’s economic bonds with Spain 
and the other 11 members of the 
Esropean Community (EC). Rabat 
is keen to join the EC, but earlier 
this year its application was 
rejected. 

The projected link would also 
make Morocco an important axis of 
an overland transport system for 
trade and tourism between Europe- 
an, Arab and African countries, 
Moroccan officials say. 

The bridge is expected to cross 


the straits from Capa Malabata, east 
of Tangier, in Morocco, to Punta 
Paloma, about 10 km. west of the 
Spanish town of Tarifa. 


Europe imports many raw materi- 
als from Africa and in return exports 
capital and consumer goods to the 
continent. Half of Morocco’s im- 
ports come from the EC and 40 per 
cent of exports are sold to the com- 
munity. 

A joint Moroccan-Spanish com- 
mittee agreed at a meeting in Rabat 
last October to convene a confer- 
ence of European and African busi- 
ness and transport leaders in Moroc- 
co in 1990 to promote the scheme 
and win financial backing.

My association with Rabbi Ber- 
nard Casper commenced literally 
from the moment he and Kitty Cas- 
ἢ off the plane on their 
Jonannesburg in 1962, 
¢ ussunied the important post 
of Chief Rabbi of the Federation of 
Synagogues and of the United He- 
ΤΟΝ Congregation of Johannes- 
burg. I believe that despite bis nota- 
dle earlier career -- he had held 
rubbinical posts in Manchester and 
London and rendered distinguished 
service as senior chaplain to the 
Jewish Infuntry Brigade -- he will 
best be remembered for the years 
that he spent serving the spiritual 
aceds af the Jewish community of 
South Africa. 

tf £ were asked to characterize 
Bernard Casper in a few words, I 
would answer in the words of the 
Ethics of the Fathers that he was an 
οἶκον skafom and a rodef shalom -- a 


man who loved peace and pursued 


However this could be misinter- 
preted, for it may imply an inability 
or lack of desire to engage in batile 
when necessary. He was a doughty 
warrior for those principles in which 
he believed and which he felt were 
being tamished or atteauated. 

His Zionist credentials were im- 
peccable and much of his activity 
was devoted to Israel and Zionism. 
Few were his sermons and public 
addresses which did not contain a 
reference to Israel. to which he had 
come on aliya in 1956 to assume the 
post of Dean of Students at the He- 
brew University. I cannot recall an 
occasion when he would decline any 
task requested of him by the South 
African Zionist Federation. Particu- 
larly significant were his stirring ad- 
dresses on Hanukka when every 
year the service from the Johannes- 


burg Great Synagogue was broad- 
cast by South African radio. He 
would take full advantage of this 
opportunity to ensure that a strong 
Zionist message permeated the 
length and breadth of South Africa. 

His love for Eretz Yisrael was in- 
deed boundless ~ in today's political 
terminology he would, I imagine, be 
termed a hawk. for every inch of the 
land was precious to him. 

In the area of Jewish education he 
worked closely with the S.A. Board 
of Jewish Education to build a net- 
work of Jewish day schools which in 
terms of student population had no 
equal in any part of the Jewish 
world. In addition we developed the 
first Yeshiva College in Johannes- 
burg which from small beginnings is 
now a Jarge complex with an enrol- 
ment of about 760. 

It is hardly necessary to say that as 
Chief Rabbi and as head of the Beit 


Din. his responsibilities covered a 
wide spectrum affecting the entire 
Spiritual needs of the community. 

At the end of a long and remark- 
able period of service to a communi- 
ty which he loved and which recipro- 
cated that affection, he retired. True 
to character, he returned to Israel, 
where he soon made his presence 
felt in various directions. He be- 
came active in the Yeshurun Syna- 
gogue of Jerusalem and his weekly 
English commentaries on Friday 
over Israel Radio were appreciated 
by hundreds of listeners throughout 
the country. 

He will be sorely missed by his 
many friends and admirers.

A Nablus man says he has been 
separated from his wife and forced 
to raise their infant daughter himself 
for the past two months, following 
the security authority’s refusal to re~ 
new his wife’s permit to remain as a 
visitor in the West Bank. 

Mahdi Nabulsi. 32, says that 
though he received a permit from 
the Nablus military governor to visit 
his wife in Jordan, the permit was 
nullified on order of the securii 
Services, who are demanding that he 
cooperate with them as a condition 
for bis travel abroad. Repeated re- 
quests to renew his wife's visitor’s 
permit have been refused, he said. 

Security sources said Nabulsi, a 
textile-factory owner who served a 
prison term from 1979-84 for mem- 
bership in Fatah, is barred from 
travelling abroad for security rea- 
sons, but his wife would be given a 
permit to visit the West Bank if she 
applied again. 

Nabulsi and his wife, Manal, a 
Jordanian citizen from Irbid, were 
married last year, and periodically 
renewed the visitor's permit that en- 
abled her to stay in the West Bank. 

When they applied for a renewal 
in September, they were told Manal 
must leave the West Bank without 
her baby for at least 24 hours and 
request a new Visitor’s permit. 

Nabulsi says his six-month-old 
daughter, Ala, who was breast-feed- 
ing, has lost three kilograms, and his 
wife has been hospitalized in Jordan

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Murder of ecologist triggers 
drive to block loans to Brazil 


SAO PAULO (Reuter) -- Environ- 
mentalists yesterday launched a 
campaign to block foreign loans un- 
Hl the killers of Brazilian ecologist 
Francisco Mendes, murdered last 
week, are brought to justice. 
Mendes was buried on Sunday. 

Mendes, a rubber tapper, bad 
won an international reputation for 
his fearless campaigning against the 
destruction of Amazon rainforests. 

Police in Xapuri, a small Amazo- 
nian town close to the Bolivian bor- 
der, said that the funeral took place 
without any incidents. They said the 
organisers chose silent worship for 
the service. 

The killing of Mendes, 44. pro- 
voked outrage both within Brazil 
and abroad. 

“Defend the Amazon forests and 
you get shot,” said Eduardo Su- 
plicy, a senior politician in the Radi- 
cal Workers’ party (PT). He said the 
murder of Mendes highlighted the 
fact that ecology campaigners in 
Brazil risked their lives. 

Brazilian environmentalists and 
the PT, now a considerable political 
force, said they were launching a 
campaign to halt sorely-needed for- 
eign loans to Brazil until the killers 
were brought to justice. They ar- 
gued that the government bore re- 
sponsibility for his death. Hired 
gunmen kill with impunity in the 
Brazilian Amazon, as Justice Minis- 
try officials acknowledge. Mendes 
had said repeatedly that gunmen 
hired by local cattle ranchers were 
out to kill him. Friends said he kept 
on the move, never spending two 
nights in the same place. 

He was killed on Thursday night 
outside his house after his wife Ilza- 
mar asked him to spend some time 
at home for Christmas. A gunman 
fired one shot into his chest virtually 
at point blank range, police said. 
Police, environmentalists and the 
national press named two ranchers.

The Assiut crackdown coincided 
with an anti-extremist security oper- 
ation in Cairo and other cities in 
which about 500 people were taken 
into custody this month.

MADRID - More than 100 in- 
tellectuals and entertainers 
have urged President Fidel 
Castro to follow the example of 
Chile and let Cubans decide in 
a plebiscite whether he should 
Stay in power.

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On talking to the PLO 


“THIS Coalition Has No Peace Plan.” So 
charged the banner headline over a plaintive 
Peace Now advertisement published in a num~ 
ber of daily newspapers last Friday. What 
truly worried Peace Now was not, however, 
the failure of the new government, formed 
barely a day earlier, to come up with a plan for 
peace. The cause of Peace Now's discontent 
was rather the government's proclaimed re- 
fusal, a carry-over from its look-alike prede- 
cessor, to have any truck with the PLO. 

The PLO's protestations of peaceful intent, 
in Algiers last month and this month in Gene- 
va, induced Washington to start an open dia- 
logue with it; but the same protestations left 
Jerusalem officially cold, if not 
contemptuous. 

Peace Now had no explicit peace plan of its 
own to offer. Rather like the government 
itself, it appeared to be conceding that the 
unveiling of any such plan should await the 
Start of direct peace negotiations. But it was 
convinced that such negotiations had to be 
held, primarily, with the PLO; and that only 
in the course of negotiations, “based on mutu- 
al recognition and the cessation of all vio- 
lence, can we put to the test the PLO's 
commitments to its declared goal of a just and 
lasting peace.” 

To the leaders of Peace Now it was plain 
that, after Algiers and Geneva, the PLO was 
“a partner ready to talk with us,” that “there 
are issues worth talking about,” and that “we 
must begin those talks now.” 

_ On what basis of fact, it may be asked, were 
these flat assertions made? The PLO has 
certainly come a long way from the self-delu- 
sive, Israel-destroying programme of the Pal- 
estinian Covenant. But the mutual recogni- 
tion it now seeks is not between itself, as the 
PLO, and Israel. Yasser Arafat's prime condi- 
tion for removing the ambiguities embedded 
in his Geneva formula on recognizing Israel, is 
Israel's recognition of the fictitious Palestin- 
ian state founded by the PNC in Algiers. 

Furthermore, the PLO is yet to agree to 
cease all violence before it has secured its 
purposes. In ostensibly renouncing terrorism 
the PLO chairman did not renounce contin- 
ued resort to such violent anti-Israel activities 
as he might choose not to classify as terrorism. 


The PLO's reiteration, after Geneva, of its 
“right” to attack “military targets” not only in 
the territories but within Israel proper, and in 
Lebanon, speaks for itself. 

It is surely not by accident, as the Russians 
would say, that this little matter of terrorism is 
still the top issue in the exploratory talks 
started between the U.S. and the PLO last 
week. 

That the PLO is eager to talk peace with 
Israel is undeniable. But not to start talking 
NOW: not, that is, before an international 
conference has been convened, in which, as 
Israeli opponents of the idea fear, and PLO 
spokesmen hope, the big powers, acting not 
under the terms of 242 but out of respect for 
the Palestinians’ right of self-determination, 
will hand over to the PLO all the currently 
occupied Palestinian territories it never held 
before. 

In the best of circumstances, negotiating 
with the PLO would mean coping with ultima- 
tive demands for Israeli withdrawal to the 
1949 armistice lines, for a corridor through 
Israel's territory linking the West Bank and 
Gaza, and for.the right of the Palestinian state 
to have its own army. That is what Chairman 
Arafat has stated in his interview this week 
with Der Spiegel. The chairman leaves it to his 
aides to suggest, even after Geneva. that an 
independent state in a part of Palestine need 
not fully satisfy Palestinian aspirations. 

Thus the PLO’s UN representative, Labib 
Terzi, last week told Ha'aretz that the “right” 
of the Palestinian refugees to “return” to their 
previous homes in what is now Israel is non- 
negotiable; although the manner of its imple- 
mentation may be negotiated. 

Does all this mean that the PLO cannot 
under any conditions be a legitimate partner 
to peace talks? No it does not, and the 
devastation of the Jordanian option means 
that, if peace is ever to come to this Land, the 
PLO must sooner or later be engaged in seri- 
ous peace negotiations. But the minimal con- 
ditions for establishing, and not merely argu- 
ing about, peace, are still to be created. 

The pious invocation of the great cause of 
peace is no more a substitute for coming to 
gtips with reality in the case of Peace Now 
than it is in the case of the government.

IT COULD BE later than we think. 
Scholars say that the year of the 
dirth of Jesus of Nazareth was mis- 
calculated, and the new year accord- 
ing to the Gregorian calendar might 
pctually be 1993, or 1996, or even 
fater.

Obstructing the message of peace 


1 WRITE these lines as an Israeli 
who has heard Palestinians trying to 
give us a message of peace, a mes- 
sage which our government is trying, 
desperately to kK. 

In the course of reserve duty in 
Jericho this yéar I met Palestinian 
residents who convinced me that 
they and their people are ready for 
peace based on two states, with the 
1967 Green Line as the approximate 
border. (Until then I had believed, 
as do most Israelis, that the Palestin- 
ians* goal is to wipe out Israel.) So I 
embarked on a project under 
“Peace Now” to bring Israelis to 
Palestinian homes in various West 
Bank towns, to discuss first hand 
what our are. : 
-'-Fhe- official response: to such‘en- 
counters raises many questions. 
Why do the army and the security 
SETVICES ΟἹ] them? Why must we 
hide them? Why are people who 
Participate called in for investiga- 
tion? Why does the military gover- 
nor call a bost in and warn him not 
to receive Israelis in his home? Why 
is it dangerous for Palestinians to 
discuss peace with Israelis? 

Last Sunday (as reported in The 
Jerusalem Post, Dec. 12) the people 
of Beit Sahour invited [sraelis-from 
“Peace Now” and “Israelis by 
Choice™ to an unforgettable meet- 
ing in their church hall, in which the 
mayor and 500 residents stated un- 
equivocably that they want to live 
with us in peace. Isn't this what we 
Tsraclis have waited to hear for 40 


Then why did the army (which 
knew of the proposed meeting from 
wiretaps on participants’ tele- 
Phones) close off all the approaches 
to Beit Sahour to prevent the meet- 


ing? Why did the group numbering 
some 15 private cars have to take 
back roads to arrive, like thieves in 
the night? Why were the Israelis, 
including former IDF chief educa- 
tion officer Mordechai Bar-On and 
MK Ran Cohen (CRM), himself a 
reserve brigade commander, treated 
like some subversive group when 
they are loyal citizens seeking to 
advance Israel's Peace efforts at the 
grass-roots level? 

Why, after the orderly meeting 
concluded and the army first be- 
came aware of its existence, did the

Similarly, when Palestinians sing 
their anthem. “Biladi,” or make a 
“V" with their fingers, we assume 
they are cailing for our destruction.

If a person en- 
courages people at a non-violent 
demonstration to chant slogans for

HOW HAVE WE changed our Jan- 
guage to confuse our people? Why 
do we cail the Palestinian flag, 
which dates back to the 1930s, the 
“PLO flag?” Since we define the 
PLO exclusively as a terrorist orga- 
nization, we assume that anyone dis- 
playing the flag is calling for our 
destruction. But ask the youths who 


national inde fence, we call him 
an “inciter™ (meseet) and the dem- 
onstration is a “disturbance” (ha- 
fara: seder). Regulations call for of- 
ficers to shoot “‘inciters" in the legs, 
even if they committed no violent 
act. 
Is the army .non-political? Our 
people and Knesset are divided as to 
what should be done with the occu- 
pied territories. Most of us agree 
that Israel must continue to perform 
police functions until a political so- 
lution is reached, But the army goes 
way beyond policing — it is the prin- 
cipal instrument of the repression of 
an occupied people's national aspi- 
rations, not distinguishing between 
violent and non-violent forms of ex- 


pression. 

‘When I served my second tour of 
reserve duty in the intifada. in Ram- 
allah, I was sent to prison for meet- 
ing with two respected educators in 
the city to explore possibilities of 


rechanneling youths" protests from 
their (mildly) violent actions ta nua- 
violent actions which, though 


banned by the occupation regula: 


tions, could give the peaple a legiti- 
mate, democratic avenue for ex- 
pressing their wishes. But the last 
thing that the government wants Is- 
raelis to see is that there are reason- 
able people on the Palestinian side, 
so the response was to send me to 
prison and to warn subsequent re- 
servists in Ramallah against talking 
with Palestinians. 

Why is it that permission is denied 
for joint Israeli-Palestinian demon- 
strators? Why did a leading civil lib- 
erties lawyer tell me, when I asked 
whether we could gppéal fo. the 
High Court of Justice τὸ Ῥεῖ ἃ per- 
mit, that he wouldn't bother to try. 
the High Court today being a rubber 
stamp for the military authorities? 

Last Sunday in Beit Sahour not a 
single stone was thrown. The lesson 
of Beit Sahour is clear: Palestinians 
prefer an intifada of words and rea- 
son over an intifada of violence. Our 
government, which Opposes the 
compromise of two states for twa 


peoples, and which opposes UN” 


Resolution 242 which calis for with- 
drawai from territories acquired by 
Israel in the Six Day War, will do 
everything in its power to prevent us 
from seeing that the chance for 
peace is here now. 

Will we Israelis hear the Palestin- 
ian call for peace, or will we allow 
our government to stop our ears, 
seal our eyes, and dull our minds?

‘His friends are on the sun: his 
enemies are closing in. Two more 
ministers walked gut of the govem- 
ment recently, bringing the total to 
seven in as many weeks. 

How long can Papandreou last? 
What wilt happen next? These were 


the questions hanging over Greece... 


while Papandreou remained clos- 
eted with 34-year-old Dimitra Liani. 
Angry critics are ikening Liani to 
Eva Peron, claiming that she is lead- 
ing the prime minister ~ and Greece 
— by the nose. 

This criticism may be unfair. The 
charismatic and autocratic Papan- 
dreou is a shadow of his former self, 
and-his heart specialist is in constant 
attendance, complete with a porta- 
ble resuscitation unit. 

Having publicly discarded his 
American wife Margaret after 37 
years, lie is now emotionally n= 
dent-on a tough-minded, healthy’ 
young woman who keeps trouble 
away from the gates of their “love- 
nest” outside Athens. 

The sorriest aspect of this bizarre 
affair may still be to come. Papan- 
dreou has carried the persecuted left 
back into the mainstream of Greek 
Politics after half 2 century of civil 
war, right-wing despotism and mili- 
tary dictatorship, bringing some sort 
of democracy back to its birthplace. 
Now there could be an end to re- 
form. There is talk of unrest in the 
officer corps and a bitter scent of 
public betrayal and anger im the 


smosey air of Athens. 

‘et only six months ago, Pa 
dreau's Pasok Socialist Pany. which 
be founded himself and led to vic- 
tory, was riding a wave of popularity 
that promised it a third landslide win 
at the polls. How could things go so 
wrong? 

“Ἢ all stems from Mimi Liani." 
says former Economy Minister Yar- 
ismos Arsenis. “That's when the rot 
began. Now only a miracle can save 
the party: before the elections next 
June. Andreas must give up this 
woman, retire and go back to his 
wife and children.” 

But Papandreou, sick and fretful. 
will have none of that. “I am the 
prime minister,” he says. ‘I am the 
Party. Anyone who disagrees with 
Tae can go.” It is just two years since 
Papandreou met “the woman in the 
case.” On an official trip to China, 
he and his wife were charmed by the 
bright. pretty, attentive Mimi, their 
Olympic Airways stewardess. Mar- 
garet Papandreou helped Mimi find 
a TV job: “She became a friend -- 
almost one of the family.” 

Papandreou's infatuation became 
public property last summer. Failing 
to attend an earthquake memorial 
Service owing to ‘‘pressure of 
work,” he was photographed with a 
topless Mimi on a private yacht in 
the Aegean. His wife was ποῖ on 
board. 

Then, when he was flown to Lon- 
don in October for a major heart 
operation, he was accompanied not 
by his wife. but hy Mimi. He an- 
nounced that he intended to marry 
his twice-divorced mistress, who 
was pictured wheeling him about 
during his recuperation. He left be- 
hind no deputy in Athens, and in his 
lucid moments decisions were 
reached in consultation with Mimi. 


BACK IN GREECE in November, 
supposedly fighting for his political 
life, Papandreou said on TV that his 
enemies were being instigated from 
abroad — ἃ covert reference to the 


C1A’s role in putting the Greek co!- 
onels into power in 1967. 

Thousands rushed to Pasok head- 
quarters for ἃ crisis meeting and 
spent a sleepless night waiting for 
the leader. Next day they learned 
that Papandreou. defying doctors’ 
orders, had slipped off with Mimi to 
a nightclub. 

Then came the EC Summit in 
Rhodes in early December, with Pa- 
pandreou presenting Mimi to as- 
sembled European leaders as the 
First Lady of Greece. 

The Greek nation is in shock, 
with new sensations daily and no 
apparent end to the scandals. News- 
stands are covered with magazines 
filled with pictures of Mimi's topless 
poses and scabrous jokes about the 
pair. Sample: Andreas has invented 
a new Kama Sutra position — “one 
foot in the grave.” 

Mimi is accused of having intro- 
duced Papandreou to a 34-year-old 
Greek banker, George Koskotas. 
from New York. Koskotas was, she 
said, the kind of dynamic money 
wizard needed to vitalize the Gree 
economy. 

A hulking young man with a wife 
and five children, Koskotas had se- 
cured a job in the Bank of Crete, 
one of the leading private lenders. 


In three years he became its owner. - 


His dynamism was further displayed 
by creating, almost overnight, an 
empire of six newspapers, the most 
up-to-date printing works in Eu- 
rope, a star soccer texm and a 
broadcasting station — all this during 
ἃ period of Socialist rule, which his 
newspapers warmly supported. 

He became the new star in the 
Greek firmament, employing doz- 
ens of aides from Pasok, among 
them the former cabinet secretary 
and the administration’s former 
chief spokesman. Politicians flocked 
to his parties - including Papan- 
dreou, with Mimi on his arm. 

Where had ail this money come 
from? In the teeth of government 
obstruction, an enquiry was opened

in October. It emerged that Kosko- 
tas was wanted in the U.S. for al- 
leged tax fraud. and that he had 
earlier been convicted and fined for 
forgery. He had been allowed to 
leave for Greece only on payment of 
$im., bail. 

incredibly, Koskotas was allowed 
to remain as head of the Bank of 
Crete while. behind the scenes, top 
men at the Bank of Greece -- the 
watchdogs of Greek banking - 
urged that he be ordered to step 
down, complaining that two senior 
ministers had attempted to stop the 
audit of his bank. 


Finally. Bank of Greece agents 
produced documents showing that a 
$13m. account with the internation- 
al investment firm Merrill Lynch 


. was forged. The game was up. lt 


then turned out that Koskotas had 
dipped deeply into deposits made by 
government officials, who had 
poured state funds into his coffers. 
The losses ran into hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Instead of being arrested for em- 
bezzlement, Koskotas was banned 
from leaving Greece and given time 
to prepare a defence. But his family 
was allowed to fly out. after which 
Koskotas got away on a private jet 
belonging to a friend of Mimi's. He 
fled to Brazil, but was arrested in 
Rio and deported to the U.S., 
where he now sits fighting a depor- 
tation order. 


The Greek opposition claims that 
Pasok leaders worked for Koskotas 
and profited hugely from his lar- 
gesse. Under pressure to clean up 
his act, the unhappy Papandreou 
has reshuffled his cabinet, but in 
such a way as to keep his most taint- 
ed colleagues in office. 

If ἃ general election were held 
tomorrow, a demoralized Pasok 
would lose by a margin of two to 
one. “Does Papandreou read the 
polis?” asked one Pasok member of 
parliament.

budget, it will spend $5.8b. on de- 
fence, up two per cent from a year 
ago. Military experts say that is only 
part of the real total but growing 
demands from other areas of the 
economy are limiting what is left for 
the army's 3.5 million men and 
women. 

The People’s Liberation Army 
has already slashed its ranks by 
nearly one million people since 1985 
and it has been forced to look for 
ways to modernize weaponry and 
keep salaries from falling behind. 
That has spurred a drive to boost 
arms exports and,tumm some of.the 
snilitery:s-surp}us production capaci- 
ty.to civilian use. Pea! 

“Western defence analysts:say Chi- 
na's arms sales topped $2b. last 
year, making it the world’s fifth targ- 
est arms exporter. “The Middle 
East has been ἃ real eye-opener for 
China,” said a Western military at- 
tache. “They (China's military lead- 
ers) are seeing a lot of money from 
sales." China announced this year 
that Saudi Arabia had bought ballis- 
tic missiles, known to be the CSS-2, 
an adaptation of the Long March-1 


rocket with a range of 3.200 km. 

There has been widespread spec- 
ulation that Peking offered the M-9 
ballistic missile to Syria. Last year 
the U.S. briefly halted a relaxation 
of curbs on high technology sales to 
China, accusing it of sellmg Silk- 
worm missiles to Iran. China’s 
weapons are far less sophisticated 
than those of the West but are much 
cheaper, making them idea! for 
countries in need of bargain-priced 
military might.

“That was fine for military pro- 
duction,” said an official at a de- 
fence electronics firm that has al- 
ready moved some research and 
production operations from remote 
Guizhou province to the central city 
of Hefei, “but for civilian goods you 
must be near markets and informa- 
tion.”

Blooming house plants 


GARDENER’S CORNER / Walter Frankl 


IN THIS series on house plants, we 
have already described cultivated 
cyclamen, coleus with its decorative 
foliage, and a tender plant, the Afri- 
can violet. If you are interested in 
flowering house plants, it is helpful 
to know which bloom readily and 
which do not. These plants will of- 
ten rest after their blooming period; 
a summer's rest outdoors in semi- 
shade is often beneficial. 
“Aphelandra squarosa” (Zebra 
plant,. Aphelandra mephulezelet in 
Hebrew) comes originally from Bra- 
zil and was introduced to Europe in 
1800, first appearing in this country 
about 30 years ago. A well-grown 
aphelandra makes a splendid dou- 
ble-purpose plant. When you buy it 
with still-closed flowerbuds, you will 
enjoy it as a showy flowering plant 
with cone-iike yellow flowers for 
about two months. For the rest of 
the year it is still admired for its 
attractive foliage with white or yel- 
low veins on its dark green ground. 
The aphelandra does not belong 
to the easy-going house plants, and 
the fate of many zebra plants is to 
become leggy and leafless. The most 
likely reason for such a sad appear- 
ance is dryness of the roots. Even a 
short period of drying out can cause 
defoliation. Too much direct sun is 
also dangerous for this plant. The 
way to keep your aphelandra in 
good shape is to feed it regularly (a 
nful of ἃ general fertilizer 
twice ἃ month) and never allow the 
soil to dry out. Mist daily with a 
handsprayer — especially when the 
aphelandra is kept in a heated room. 


PROPAGATION IS possible by 
stem cuttings in spring, when all 
danger of frost has passed. Spring is 
also a good period for re-potting the 
plant. Use an excellent soil mix, 
containing some peat. With right 
care the aphelandra may reach a 
height of 40-50 cm. and more. Its 
blooming time is generally between 
November and January. Cut back 
all fading flowers to the first pair of 
leaves. This cutting should be done 
to all the flowers, whether on the 
main head or from side shoots. The 


decorative leaves will last for one or 
two months, though one or two at 
the base may drop. While the fo- 
liage is still green and healthy. con- 
tinue with frequent waterings and 
eat sprays as well as regular 


’ In February the plant should be 
allowed to rest and gradually to dry 
out, leaving the soil only barely 
“moist. At this stage the aphelandra 
should leave its “show-window™ 
place and be kept somewhere in a 
_protected spot for a rest period of 
one-and-a-half months. such as a 
window-sill of an unheated room. In 
early April it will need cutting back 
to about 5 cm. Add some fresh com- 
post or a good ready soil mix like 
“Solit” and mix in half a teaspoonful 
of a general fertilizer. 

From Apri through the whole 
summer water and spray regularly to 
keep the plant going. Sideshoots will 
then a from the stumps of the 
oid plant and possibly also from be- 
low the soil. Let them grow to 2 
height of about 20 cm. and then take 
out the tips once or twice to make 
the aphelandra bushy. Every sprout 
will later produce a flower bud. 

The aphelandra is related to an- 
other flower plant, the acanthus. 
which grows wild in the Mediterra- 
nean region. The leaves of the acan- 
thus and the flower shape of the 
aphelandra were the monfs for the 
designs of the capitals of Corinthian 
columns used by the ancient Greeks 
for the Acropolis and later by the 
Romans in this country. 


ALSO ON OUR agenda today is 
the Kalanchoe (a Chinese native 
name, nitzanit in Hebrew). In con- 
trast to the “problematic” aphelan- 
dra, the kalanchoe is one of the 
easy-to-grow flowers. Plants bloo- 
mimg in red, pink, purple, orange 
and yellow (recently also in white) 
are now available at al} Israeli nurs- 
eries. Kalanchoe is a succulent, orig- 
inating in Ethiopia. It has been culti- 
vated in Europe and America and 
reached this country after the found- 
ing of the State. 

It belongs to the low-growing

Begonia cuttings are easy to root. 


‘honse plants which can be used also 
successfully as an outdoor plant, es- 
pecially in balcony boxes and in 
rockeries. From one single potted 
kalanchoe you can grow yourself 10 
or more. After the flowers fade, cut 
them off, and use leaf-cuttings for 
propagation. They root easily in 
pure sand and may be transplanted 
with +6 leaves. The new plants will 
flower during the next summer sea- 
son. Its,multicoloured flowers 
against the thick green Jeaves are 
gay and attractive. In late summer 
the kalanchoe may be kept outdoors 
in the shade and given very little 
water. Don’t forget — a kalanchoe is 
a very worthwhile investment. In 
addition to a long blooming period it 
will provide lovely gifts for your 
friends and neighbours. If you don"t 
possess a kalanchoe, buy one and 
enjoy it for years. 

The “Begonia semper florens™ 
(wax begonia. begonia porahut ud) 
is named in memory of Michel Be- 
gon, a French botanist who lived in 
the 19th century. The plant has been 
found in Central America where the 
climate is moist and warm and was 
introduced to Europe in 1858. Bego- 
nias are an essential part of any 
worthwhile house plant collection. 

Propagate in spring by leaf-cut- 
tings which generally root easily. 
Semper florens begonias which are 
sold now at our nurseries in white. 
pink or red, can be used in different 
ways: as house plants on a sunny 
window-sill, for hanging baskets in- 
doors, or outdoors, in balcony con- 
tainers, or as bedding plants in the 
garden. Regular waterings and fort- 
nightly feedings are essential. Some 
nurseries also offer double-flowered 


species.

They 
had come all the way to the 
entertainment hall in Giva- 
tayim, they were being treated 
to un unexpected good show. 
and their smiles were being 
taped for evening broadcast on 
Mabat. What more could they 
ask for? 

What are women lovking for 
in the cabinet anyway? It's not 
as if their absence has been 
noticed. 

Why do we need women in 
the cabinet, when we have such 
a compassionate prime minis- 
ter, so sensitive to the needs 
and aspirations of minorities? 
Why do ve need women, when 
we have anew finance minister 
who is ἃ master at human relit- 
tions and an epitome of credi- 
bility? 

Why women, when succes- 
sive governments devote them- 
selves to improving the lot of 
the aged, the poor and the in- 
firm. Men have been doing 
such a good job of it, as wit- 
Nessed in the superior and 
ever-improving stute of our 
rocds, our hospitals, our 
schools, our social services, our 
freedoms and those of our 
neighbours: why Gimper with 
success?

the difference in salaries be- 
tween men and women in the 
same public sector grades was 
21 per cent, and in this short 
time the shameful gap was nar- 
rowed to 29 per cent; and while 
the overall number of women 
in the public sector has only 
risen from -44 to 58 per cent in 
the past decade, their propor- 
tionate part in the top seven 
pay grades has leaped from 11 
per cent a decade ago to nine 
(in numbers - 9) per cent now. 
Agudat Yisrael had it right, 
when, in the midst of the en- 
lightened coalition talks on a 
minority government, it sud- 
denly demanded that women 
be barred from serving as cabi- 
net ministers. The matter 
would be considered, their in- 
terlocutors responded somber- 
ly. with nary an eyebat.

Tt is said that newly appoint- 
ed Justice Minister Dan Meri- 
dor will part ways with his illus- 
trious predecessor. Avraham 
Sharir, and appoint Dorit Bein- 
ish as the next state attorney. 
The Justice Ministry has always 
been an aberration, though 
Sharir did his best to put things 
back on the right track. 

Some of the brightest women 
lawyers have been attracted 
throughout the years to the 
Justice Ministry, despite its low 
government pay. because it of- 
fers convenient working hours 
and public causes for mothers 
and for women who might mis- 
takenly believe. unlike most of 
their male colleagues, that 
there are more things to life 
than money and a new BMW. 

The inevitable and regretta- 
ble result has been that the 
ministry has been a jewel in the 
government crown, an institu- 
tion in which the debilitating 
mores and habits of our civil 
service have not taken com- 
plete hold. Prime Minister Sha- 
mir has unwittingly under- 
mined the government's valiant 
efforts to empty the ministry of 
its contents and motivation by 
his dubious appointment of 
Meridor. 

A government which devotes 
such efforts to bettering the 
common lot does not deserve 
to be burdened with female ag- 
itation. Women have nothing 
to complain about. And i 
havent even mentioned Ora 
Namir, who is likely to be a 
minister after all, or women in 
kibbutzim, or gun-toting wom- 
en in the army, or, of course, 
Golda Meir.

The 45-year-old Newman is an old 
hand at breathtakingly ironic por- 
trayals of the ugly underbelly of the 
American Dream. A prime example 
is “Sail Away.” released in ‘72, in 
which he sings the soft sell of a slave- 


trader advertising the joys of Ameri- 
ca to potential African 
“immigrants.” 


Shortly after the release of Land 
of Dreams, he pointed out that, de- 
spite the strong presence of Jews in 
the music industry, the subject of 
Jewish-minority alienation, which is 
so common in film, literature and 
comedy, is almost completely miss- 
ing from rock music. 


JEWISHNESS, WHICH American 
Jewish musicians seem to find so 
embarrassing, is not the only per- 
sonal skeleton Newman currently 
pulls out of his closet. 

Up to now , he has been best 
known for bringing sharply etched, 


A LITTLE-KNOWN team of mov- 
ig-makers is pinning its hopes on a 
mixture of exotic desert scenery and 
the mystique of ancient Egypt to 
produce a box-office hit. 

This land is the main setting for 
Out of Time, an Egyptian-British 
co-production which director An- 
war Kawadri plans to show next 
year at the Cannes Festival.

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MOST JEWISH. visitors to Prague 
make it their business to inspect the 
old Jewish’ ghetto, located on both 
sides of Meisel Street, where dis- 
used synagogues have been tumed 
into state-sponsored museums. 

They usually visit the ghetto un- 
der their own steam, while non-Jews 
are propelled there by tour guides, 
The ghetto is part of the regular 
Prague «ity tour, and is traversed 
daily — except Saturday — by numer- 
Οὐδ groups of non-Jews. Jewish visi- 
tors cluster in fascination around the 
hundreds of mainly non-Jewish sig- 
natures in the visitors” books of the 
individual museum buildings. 

The ghetto is named in memory of 
Mordechai Meisel; the Prague phi- 
lanthropist who headed the Jewish 
community in the second half of the 
16th century.

political prisoners were being held 
in Addis Ababa, on charges of faci- 
liating the refugees’ departure dur- 
ing Operation Moses,” he said.

Far from competing with 
the Jewish Agency. stresses Abra- 
mov, Aaleh was created with its 
blessing and cooperation, and it 
continues to be helpful in training 
Aaleh staff. Senior Jewish Agency 
staffer Eli Birnbaum sets aside four 
hours each week for referrals from 
Aaleh, for people who want more 
complex advice than Aaleh’s team 
can provide. 

Aaieh publishes a regular news- 
letter, each issue of which concen- 
trates on a subject of practical inter- 
est to the oleh, such as banking or 
National Insurance. In addition. ex- 
perts are invited to speak at evening 
meetings. One evening was devoted

Be- 
fore World War II, he noted, the 
country’s Jewish community num- 
bered 360,000. Mayer is certain that 
there are more Jews in Czechoslova- 
kia today than those who openly 
identify with the community.

American Jewish organizations, but 
they appear to be reluctant to make 
such an effort. A group of major 
American Jewish organizations 
tumed down a plea for such a cam- 
paign made earlier this year by Ethi- 
opian immigrant associations. 
“There is a prevalent belief,” said 
Ackerman “‘that it would be 
counter-productive to be as militant 
in this issue as in the case of Soviet 
Jewry. I don’t share that belief. This 
is a great humanitarian issue, and it 
seems that whatever is being done 
now is just not working. When I go 
to Israel and visit with families from 
Ethiopia that have been tom apart.

I'm not 
advocating militant disruption, but a 
dual- track approach. There's noth- 
ing inconsistant with having both 
quiet diplomacy and a public cam- 
paien working at the same time. 
Public opinion is extremely impor- 
tant in this issue, because most peo- 
ple seem to think that Operation

lem: of Ethiopian Jewry. In truth, 
the problem is simply festering.” 
Ackerman said that he is no mere 
aware than the general public of any 
kind of secret diplomatic effort be- 
ing made to help the Ethiopian 
Jews.”

The foreign media 
have focused a great deal on issues 
of contention, and Aaleh represen- 
tatives have been interviewed by 
various television networks and by a 
number of leading newspapers in 
the U.S. 

It is interesting, observes Rabbi 
Abramov, that the figure for the 
number of haredim who make aliya 
and come to Jerusalem each year is 
almost constant -- 2,000 to 3,000 
each year — and is independent of 
the variations in the total aliya fig- 
ures. It is fashionable in many reli- 
gious circles to send boys to israel 
for a year or more to yeshiva, and 
girls to seminary. and a large pro- 
portion of these young people leave 
Israel firmly resolved to return — and 
many do. This aliya, combined with 
a high birth rate and the return to 
religion movement combine to 
make Jerusalem's observant com- 
munity probably the most rapdly 
growing Jewish community in 
Israel. 

For the newcomers, however, not 
everything is smooth sailing. There 
is a culture gap between them and 
Israelis — all Israelis. even the obser- 
vant. Becoming acclimated to a new 
society is frequently a traumatic ex- 
perience. Now religious olim can 
turn for help to people who speak 
their Janguage — in every sense.

A CONFERENCE of liberal and 
left-wing Jewish intellectuals that 
was held here last week appears to 
have rallied around a call to Israel 
for “Negotiations Now" with the

Michael Lerner, editor of Tikkun 
magazine, a liberal Jewish bi- 
monthly which sponsored the three 
day conference -- entitled **Recon- 
stituting the Progressive Tradition 
of American Jewish Intellectuals" - 
said that many of the approximately 
1,500 persons attending the confer- 
ence had signed a statement com-

Gitlin, and Steve Wasserman, three 
veteran supporters of the Israeli 
peace camp. 

The statement reads in part, “It is 
ἃ great victory for the modern state 
of Israel and for the ancient vision of 
a free Jewish people governing itself 
in the land of Israel. that Yasser 
Arafat, speaking in Geneva for the 
PLO, has explicitly affirmed the 
right of Israel to live in peace and 
security. This victory can only be

Blackouts abound 


TEL AVIV - Thousands of bouse- 
holds had their electricity knocked 
out for hours vesterday when strong, 
winds blew down power lines across 
the country. 

The extreme cold of the last few 
days also drove demand for electric- 
ity right to the limit of the national 

. grid’s working capacity. Peak hour 
demand reached 3.400 megawatts; 
the grid has a 4,060-megawatt ca- 
pacity, but power units that produce 
about 600 megawatts were being re- 
paired. 

So far this winter, the utility has 
not had to institute power cuts to 
ease the electricity grid's burden, 
but the Israel Electric Corp. has not 
ruled out the possibility that such 
outages may eventually become 
necessary.

Public’s

The public holds some NIS 113 
billion worth of financial assets, ac- 
cording to estimates released yester- 
day by Bank Hapoalim’s economics 
department, a drop of 2.5% from 
1987, following a rise of 9.6% last 


year. 

Bank Hapoalim’s economists at- 
tributed the drop to widespread ex- 
pectations of a devaluation among 
the public over the past three 
months. which caused people and 
businesses to sell shekel-denominat- 
ed assets to finance the purchase of 
foreign currency. The result was a 
13% drop in unlinked financial as- 
sets in the October-December peri- 
od. 


At the same time, the sums in- 
yested in dollar-linked assets, such 
as patam accounts, increased mark- 
edly, going up 13% in October and 
November. i 

The bank found that funds invest- 
ed in savings schemes went up 8.7% 
this year and comprised about 17% 
of the public’s financial assets port- 
folio. Most of the increase 
during the summer. Between July 
and September the value of savings 
accounts went up 4.3 percentage 
points, reflecting the efforts of the 
commercial banks to attract funds 
teleased by the redemption of bank 
shares into saving schemes. 

The value of the public's bank 
share holdings have dropped 68% 
since October, while its holdings of 
government bonds has risen 42%. 
The rise reflected both a drop in 
yields and an increase in the volome 
of securities issued by the 
government. 

Hapoalim’s figures show that the 
capital market reform launched by 
the government in 1987 bore no fruit 
last year. In fact, government bond 
issues rose from NIS 5.34b. last year 
to NIS 7.3b. this year.

LONDON - Is the fastest woman 
who ever raced being shamefully de- 
nied the glory that should go with 
her dazzling achievements?

Roger Kingdom: in Flo-Jo’s shadow ‘ 


NEW YORK (AP) — Roger Kingdom, who had perhaps the greatest season 


ever by an American high hurdler in 1988, was overlooked because of 


Florence Griffith Joyner. *‘Even if I set the world record and got a gold medal 
in the Olympics, how could it compare to three golds and two world 
records?” Kingdom asked at a hmcheon last week at Madison Square 


Garden here. 


In 1988, Kingdom won the Olympic gold medal in the men’s 110-metre 
hurdles, becoming only the second in Games* history 10 win that event twice. 
He just missed setting the world record, with a season's best clocking of 12.! 
seconds. He also was the event’s most consistent performer ever, becoming 
the first to break 13 seconds twice, including a 12.98 in the Olympic final. He 
had four clockings under 13.10 and nine under 13.20. 

‘Nevertheless, his performances paled in comparison to Griffith Joyner. Early in the 
season, after Griffith Joyner ran a sparkling 10.89 for the 100 and Kingdom was timed 
in 13.17 for the 110 hurdies. he bet ber that he would break a world record first.

Of course. thé Kind of suspicion that 
pursues Griffith Joyner bas auached it- 
self to a remarkable number of athletes 
and coaches. Current attempts to com- 
bat the problem include official moves in 
the U.S. to make the top 25 performers 
in each track and field event liable for 
testing at random during training. in- 
siead of being open to it only after 
competition. 

Such plans at least represent a rejec- 
tion of the laissez-faire approach fa- 
voured in some quarters here. the amaz- 
ing altitude that boosting performance 
by systematic use of drugs raises 20 more 
of a moral issue than innovative training. 
methods or a dubious ploy like pacemak- 
ing. Ii any of us persuade ourselves that 
there is no danger in escalating chemical 
warfare in sport, we will be inviting the 
attentions of men in white coats who did 
not train as chemists, 

In the midst of this general concern. 
the specifics of Griffith Jovner’s experi- 
ence remain troubling. As a reporter 
who has had as much difficulty as anyone 
else in understanding how she could 
have improved her times so phenome- 
nally so late in her career, and in com- 
prebending how such striking changes in 
her musculature could have occurred 
naturally, I must nonetheless admit to 
considerable uneasiness about the way 
her accomplishments have left so many 
people unmoved. Maybe that incipient 
sense of guilt is strengthened by the 
memory of Flo-Jo’s beavtiful Hueacy of 
stride. a ground-devouring grace that no 
drugs known to science could impart. 

No matter haw we look at it, it does 
seem sad that there should be such wide- 
spread readiness to see Florence Griffith 
Joyner as rather Jess than 2 heroine.

The PLO yesterday set the wheels 
in motion for formation of a provi- 
sional government by creating a le- 
gal commission to make a blueprint 
for the governing body. 

Committee members were to 
meet again within 10 days to review 
the blueprint, according to an Iraqi 
press report at the close of a three- 
day meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee in Baghdad. The committee 
also decided to upgrade to embas- 
sies all PLO offices in the countries 
that recognized the independent 
Palestinian state, reports said. 


Palestinians will not resort to Us- 
ing weapons in their uprising against 
Israeli military rule, Salab Khalaf, a 
senior PLO official, said in Kuwait 


yesterday. 

Khalaf, also known as Abu Iyad, 
said the “Unified Leadership of the 
Uprising” had made the decision, 
teaffirming a policy promoted by the 
PLO since the beginning of the inti- 
fada. “Using stones has had a cou- 
siderable impact on the enemy,” 
said 


Ninety countries bave recognized 
the state so far, according 
officials. But independent reports 
put the number at 59 countries, with 
other nations recognizing the Pales- 
tinian “declaration of indepen- 
dence” or “right of independence.” 

Israeli observers note that the 
widespread diplomatic recognition

Heavy rains keep most 
demonstrators at home

Heavy rains kept most demon- 
strators home in the West Bank yes- 
terday, but three Palestinians were 
reported shot and wounded in clash- 
es that erupted during IDF raids on 
villages in the Tulkarm area. Pales- 
tinians reported several persons 
hospitalized after being beaten by 


troops. 

At the Dehaishe refugee camp 
near Bethlehem, stones were 
thrown at an Egged bus, injuring a 
woman, passengers reported. 
said that after the incident, they got 
off the bus and caught two boys who 
ἴδεν tumed over to the security 

CES. 


A-12-year-old boy was slightly in- 
jured when a rock was thrown at a 
car at Azaria, near Jerusalem. 

Troops shot and wounded three 
persons at Kafr Jamal near Tulkarm 
during clashes sparked by an army 
raid to make arrests and force resi- 
dents to paint over nationalist graffi- 
ti, Raids were also reported at Kafr 
Sur and Kafr Abush. 

At Shweika, near Tulkarm, 
troops uprooted olive trees follow- 
ing rock-throwing in the area at Is- 
raeli cars. Palestinians said more 
than 100 trees had been uprooted. 
Shweika has been the sight of fre- 
quent stone- and petrol-bomb at- 
tacks on Israeli vehicles. 

Tax-raids and clashes were also 


reported in Tulkarm, but a curfew 
on the neighbouring Nur Shams ref- 
ugee camp was lifted. A tax-raid was 
reported at Kafr Thilth, but under- 
ground leaflets in the village urged 
residents not to pay the taxes. 

Palestinian in Nablus reported 
that shopkeepers shuttered their 
stores in mourning over the death of 
Mohammed Nasser Hawwash, 22, 
who died Sunday of head wounds 
suffered in heavy clashes in the city 
11 days ago. He was the eighth Pal- 
estinian to die in the violence, the 
bloodiest in the city since the out- 
break of the uprising. 

Palestinians continue to report in- 
stances in which troops have severe- 
ly-beaten- persons in their homes, or 
after arresting thea: A 39-year-old 
woman from Kalkilya was taken to 
the Ittihad Nisai Hospital in Nablus 
after she was clubbed on the head; a 
24-year-old man from Nablus was 
taken to Rafidiya Hospital with 
beating injuries after two days in 
detention; a 20-year-old from the 
village Bazariya had his right hand 
broken when troops beat him in his 
home. 

The High Court of Justice today is 
scheduled to hear petitions from 
eight Palestinians from the Gaza 
Strip who have been served with 
expulsion orders on grounds that 
they are activists involved in pro- 
moting the uprising. 


Europeans to the ‘rescue’ with olive oil 


The European Community is 
sending Italian olive oil as emergen- 
cy food aid to Palestinians in the 
‘West Bank, where there is a huge 
Olive oil surplus. 

EC representative in Israel 
Morgan said last night that the oi] 
was part of a package of emergency 
food aid financed by the 12-nation 
community’s executive commission 
for the UN Relief and Works Agen- 
cy (Unrwa) for Palestinian refugees. 

Asked why the EC had sent olive 
oil, Morgan said: “The European 
Commission is innocent of deciding 


what to send. It simply answers re- 
quests from Unrwa.” 

A record West Bank harvest 
yielded more than 30,000 tons of 
olive oil, most of which Palestinian 
Eanes have been unable to sell 

use Jordan, the West Bank's 
traditional export market, bas de- 
cided to buy none this year. 

Paradoxically, Italy, the EC's big- 
gest olive oil producer, has been 
discussing with the PLO buying sur- 
plus West Bank olive oil for sale to 
the U.S., diplomatic sources said.

Outgoing U.S. envoy expects Shamir initiative

Outgoing U.S. Ambassador 
Thomas Pickering said yesterday 
that he was sure Prime Minister Sha- 
mir would “keep his promise™ and 
present a new peace initiative. 

Speaking at a news conference in 
Tel Aviv, Pickering -- who has been 
appointed to the post of U.S. am- 
bassador to the UN and is scheduled 
τὸ be replaced in Tel Aviv by Wil- 
liam Brown -- also said that the U.S. 
dialogue with the PLO should be 
understood as “‘connoting only that. 
It doesn’t involve such things as the 
recognition of the independent Pal- 
estinian state. 


He admitted, however, that the 
U.S. and Israel “have a different 
perception of the dialogue with the 
PLO.” He stressed that the decision 
to open talks was the result of a 13- 
year understanding and added that 
contact would be cut off if the PLO 
resumed terror operations. 

“I hope that in the future we will 
able to concentrate on those areas 
where there is agreement," he said. 
For example, Pickering said that in 
his three-and-a-half years in Israel, 
he “did not see evidence that Israe- 
lis sought political control of the Pal- 
estinians in the areas.” 

Pickering reiterated the U.S. po-

Cargo ship runs aground off Palmahim Beach 
Seventeen seamen rescued from roaring sea 


By MICHAEL ROTEM 

Seventeen seamen were rescued 

yesterday from their cargo ship after 
it ran aground on a reef off the 
Palmahim Beach. 
The operation was carried out in 
heavy rain and hail by the navy. 
police and members of Kibbutz Pai- 
mahim who battled against roaring 
seas with waves so strong they 
smashed the chains of the ship's two 
7%-ton anchors. 

The adventure began yesterday 
morning when the cargo ship Rocky, 
with ao 8,000-ton load capacity, was 
swept into the open seas from its 
mooring in Ashdod port. It had just 
finished unloading a cargo of wood. 
iron and sugar from Romania and 


was waiting to be loaded with pho- 
spates for the return wip. 

The crew of 17 on board the 20- 
year-old ship, which sails under the 
Dutch flag, includes Israelis, Yugo- 
slavs, Turks and Filipinos, Ex-skip- 
per Avner Gilad, 62, was in the 
harbour when the storm tore the 
ship from its mooring. “There was a 
serious threat to the lives of the 
people on board due to the high 
velocity winds. The rudder broke 
and the ship was drawn helplessly 
towards the rocky shore of Palma- 
him," be said. 

Gilad took charge of the rescue 
from the ship, which was tilted on its 
side about 100 metres from the 
sandy shore, huge waves smashing

Shamir’s bureau chief Yossi Ahi- 
meir insisted yesterday that the Ar- 
abs would be surprised by Shamir’s 


flexibility if they would choose to 
come to the negotiating table. “If 
there is real readiness to sit and 
discuss, they will be positively sur- 
prised. They will find positive ele- 
ments that will answer their de- 
mands as well,” he said. 

Bassiouny told The Jerusalem Post 
that there would be no point to a 
visit by Mubarak if “there is nothing 
new, or if Shamir repeats the same 
offer.” 

He reiterated Egypt's position 
that the international conference is 
“the only available means for tack- 
ling the issue of peace” and that 
Te-nel must talk to the PLO, “the 
ay represeptative of the Palestin- 
jan people.” 

Nonetheless, he added, the whole 
world is waiting for Shamir's initia- 
tive, and Egypt would be willing to 
move forward based on “any initia- 
we which is acceptable to all the 
sides.”

Two Likud MKs won the approv- 
al of their faction yesterday to table 
a private mempber’s bill ta reform the 
governmental system, providing for 
direct election of the prime minister 
by popular -vote. 

After the faction told Uzi Landau 
and Binyamin Netanyahu to go 
ahead with their proposal, it also 
elected a committee of six to study 
its details and implications. Justice 
Minister Dan Meridor is one of the 
members. 

Communications Minister Gad 
Ya’acobi, who pioneered proposals 
for electoral reform in the early Sev- 
enties met with Meridor yesterday 
and reminded him that the coalition 
agreement between the Alignment 
and the Likud provided for a top- 
level committee of both parties to 
study both governmental and parlia- 
mentary electoral reform. 


Ya'acobi also met with Finance; 
Minister Shimon Peres, the Align: 
ment party leader, and urged him ta 
institute top-level contacts with the j 
Likud in order to set the reform 
process in motion as soon as. 
possible. 

The prospect of electoral reform 
before the next elections sparked a 
critical reaction from Eliezer Miz- 
rahi (Aguda) who said he hoped the 
Likud had not forgotten its promise 
to the Aguda not to support any 
changes without due consultation - 
and mutual agreement.
